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WORLD  LARD  PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE 


World  lard  production  in  I966  in  the  major  producing  countries  remained 
near  year  earlier  levels--7.8  million  pounds  compared  to  7.7  million 
pounds  in  I965.    This  was  only  a  1,2  percent  increase  over  19^5^  ^ut  9 
percent  over  the  1956-60  average. 

Production  in  North  America  was  down  5  percent.    U.S.  lard  production 
dropped  substantially  during  the  first  half  of  I966,  but  greater  supplies 
developed  as  hog  production  and  slaughter  began  to  increase  after  mid-year. 
Canadian  lard  production  followed  a  similar  pattern.    Mexico  had  a  slight 
offsetting  increase  in  lard  production  in  I966. 

European  lard  production  remained  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  West- 
ern European  countries  showed  a  slight  decrease  in  production  while  east- 
ern European  countries  showed  a  small  increase.  Production  in  the  Soviet 
Union  showed  the  largest  chajige--up  6  percent  over  1965.  This  was  due  to 
almost  a  13  percent  increase  in  hog  numbers  from  January  1,  I966  to  Janu- 
ary 1,  1967.  Africa  and  Asia  showed  rather  significant  increases  in  lard 
production  over  1965* 

World  lard  production  in  the  last  of  I967  and  first  half  of  I968  is  ex- 
pected to  be  well  above  a  year  earlier.     Hog  production  in  most  countries 
in  Western  Europe  is  up  compared  to  a  year  earlier.    U.S.  and  Canadian 
production  of  lard  could  be  up  as  much  as  10  percent  in  1967^ 

In  the  longer-run--apart  from  cyclical  ups  and  downs  in  various  areas-- 
lard  production  will  likely  increase,  suLthough  the  increase  is  not  expected 
to  keep  pace  with  increases  in  pork  production.    There  appears  to  be  a  de- 
veloping trend  in  the  world  of  less  lard  production  per  hog  because  of  the 
expanding  production  of  the  meat-type  hog. 


Trade 


Total  lard  shipments  in  I966  from  the  major  exporting  countries  were  down  6 
percent  from  the  previous  year. 

The  United  States  again  was  the  major  exporter,  although  shipments  in  I966 
were  down  93  million  pounds,  or  37  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    The  drop  was 
due  to  reduced  domestic  production  creating  smaller  supplies  and  higher  pri- 
ces.   These  factors  plus  a  contraction  of  the  U.K.  market,  the  major  for- 
eign lard  market,  also  helped  decrease  exports. 

U.S.  exports  as  a  percent  of  production  totaled  only  8  percent,  da»m  frcm 
12  percent  and  28  percent  in  I965  and  19^^,  respectively.    U.S.  exports  as 
a  percent  of  world  lard  exports  were  26  percent,  down  from  39  percent  in 

1965  and  65  percent  in  196^+.    The  supply -demand  situation  in  1965  and  1966 
led  to  a  substantial  amount  of  substitution  of  lard  to  vegetable  and  fish 
oils  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Common  Market  countries  for  use  in  the 
manufact\ire  of  ccrapound  fats  and  margarine. 

The  United  Kingdom,  the  major  lard  importing  coxxntry  of  the  world,  imported 
14-09  million  pounds  in  1966,  some  60  million  pounds  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.    Sharply  reduced  imports  were  received  from  the  United  States  ich 
were  down  from  257  million  pounds  in  1965  to  119  million  in  I966.  Smaller 
supplies  were  also  imported  from  Belgium  and  Luxembourg  and  France.  Larger 
supplies  were  imported  from  Poland  and  Romania  who  were  insignificant  ex- 
porters of  lard  to  the  United  Kingdom  two  years  ago. 

Total  EEC  exports  were  down  19  percent  from  the  previous  year.    French  ex- 
ports reached  86  million  pounds  in  I966,  down  11  million  pounds  from  the 
high  in  I965.    Belgium  and  Luxembourg,  and  Italy  showed  declines  of  21  and 
31  million  pounds,  respectively.    Lard  exports  from  the  Netherlands  in- 
creased 11  million  pounds  reaching  73  million  pounds.    This  was  due  primarily 
to  the  renewal  of  activity  in  the  Cuban  market. 

Danish  exports  increased  slightly  in  I966  totalling  35  million  pounds.  The 
U.S.S.R.  and  Poland  showed  significant  increases  in  lard  exports,  each  coun- 
try exporting  kh  million  pounds. 

World  exports  of  lard  in  1967  will  likely  show  some  recovery  f ron  last  year 
primarily  due  to  a  major  increase  in  U.S.  production  in  the  last  part  of 

1966  and  in  the  first  quarter  of  I967.    Also  in  view  of  greater  stocks,  U.S. 
prices  of  lard  are  expected  to  continue  lower  and  more  ccrapetitive  in  world 
trade . 

The  U.S.  share  of  the  British  market  has  declined  from  89  percent  in  1964  to 
55  percent  in  1965  and  only  29  percent  in  I966.    However,  the  true  share  of 
U.S.  lard  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  still  around  50  percent,  since  a  large 
part  of  Belgium  and  Dutch  imports  stems  from  the  refining  of  U.S.  imported 
lard.    The  U.S.  market  share  is  expected  to  increase  in  I967  due  to  greater 
U.S.  supplies.    British  demand  is  up,  created  by  short  supplies  and  lower 
production.    However,  U.S.  lard  will  be  meeting  greater  competition  froo 
larger  supplies  from  other  Western  European  and  Eastern  European  countries 
where  lard  production  is  expected  to  be  up  also.
